liim through the mails. 
An autopsy 
performed by the coroner's physician 
Rnd an examination made of tlio vis- 
cera taken from the body proves con- 
clusively 
that 
Dr. Wilson died of 
cyanide of potassium poisoning. 
Tho 
ale came to the physician on Tuesday 
a week ago by express, and in the mail 
on tho same day he received a letter 
In typewritten form, purporting to have 
been sent by the Peter Schem Brewing 
company, informing him that a sample 
bottle of ale had been shipped to him 
tor trial. Investigation showed, accord- 
ing to the police, that Schem brews no 
ale and that the company never sent 
any such letter as that received by 
the physician. After receiving the alo 
Dr. Wilson put it in the refrigerator 
In his North Seventh street home and 
went to his country home at Cornwells. 
just outside the city. He returned on 
Friday, and 
on reacliing home 
sat 
down with his wife and decided to try 
the pint bottle of ale which he had re- 
ceived. 
He had scarcely swallowed 
half a glass when he was seized with 
convulsions and rolled on the floor. It 
is declared that he immediately real- 
ized that he was the victim of poison- 
ing. either by mistake or design, for in 
his agony lie requested his wife, who 
had not yet touched her portion of 
the ale, to keep that which was left, 
as it did not taste right. 


That was the last thing he was able 
to say, and he died before the hospital 
was reached. 


Unusual as are the poisoning fea- 
tures of the case, more extraordinary 
is the motive which the police ass^gn^ 
for what they are certain Is a murder 
Though Dr. Wilson had been living for 
more than twelve years in the house 
where he drank tho fatal potion, he. 
never put out a physician's sign and 
was not known in a general sanse as a 
practitioner.

Equitable Life Skyscraper to Be 909 


Feet High. 


New York, June 30.—Plans for ’a 
new skyscraper which will overtop all 
New York's lofty buildings, and the 
flagpole of which will pierce the sky 
at a greater height than the Eiffel 
tower in Paris, the highest structure 
in the world, were filed by architects 
for the Equitable Life Assurance so­ 
ciety with the building department. 
The projected building for the Equit­ 
able will be a sixty-two story struc­ 
ture, 909 feet from the curb to the tip 
of the tower, on which will be placed 
a flagpole 150 feet in length. 
The 
ball on the flagpole will be seventy- 
four feet higher than the 985-foot steel 
Eiffel tower. The main building, which 
will occupy the site of the present 
structure of the company on lower 
Broadway, covering' an entire block, 
will be thirty-four stories, above w^ich 
will rise a square tower of twenty- 
eight stories, capped with a cupola. 
The structure is to cost $10,000,000. 


Tried to Slay His Wife and Daughter, 


Joseph Bennett, of Camden, N. J., 
tried to kill his wife and daughter 
nineteen years old, because the former 
would not return to his home. Bennett 
was pleading with his wife, when he 
suddenly slipped out a revolver from 
his hip pocket. Before he could use 
it his wife and daughter sprang at him 
and grabbed his arm. James P. ‘Her­ 
ron, owner of the house, heard theii 
screams and rushed into the house 
and after a sharp struggle succeeded 
in disarming Bennett. 


Schoolboys Revolt and Escape. 


Balthxore, June 30.—With a sud­ 
denness that took all the officers by 
surprise, sixty boys at the Maryland 
School for Boys revolted and esoaped 
from the institution. This was the sec­ 
ond outbreak at the school inside o! 
two months. Led by one of the larger 
boys, who was armed with a crowbar, 
they stormed the outer gate, demol­ 
ished the lock and, streaming through 
the portal», scattered in all directions. 
Two of the guards in attempting to 
atop the flight of the boys tried to 
scare them by firing their pistols in 
the air. The only result was a shower 
of bricks and stones. 


Killed Wife and Himself.

Marshall 
went to Chicago and after a time in 
duced his wife to return to him there 
She went, but shortly returned to hei 
home here and refused to go back tc 
Chicago. Marshall wrote a few dayt 
ago fhat he was coming to Reading 
When he reached here he went to the

parents 
where he shot her three times. He ran 
from the house and, turning the re- 
volver upon himself, sent two bullets 
into his breast 


bottle of ale which had. been sent to 
him through the mails. 
An autopsy 
performed by the coroner’s physician 
und an examination made of the vis- 
rera taken from the body proves con­ 
clusively 
that 
Dr. Wilson died of 
cyanide of potassium poisoning. 
The 
ale came to the physician on Tuesday 
a week ago by express, and in the mail 
on the same day lie received a letter 
In typewritten form, purporting to have 
been sent by the Peter Schem Brewing 
company, infarming him that a sample 
bottle of ale had been shipped to him 
tor trial. Investigation showed, accord­ 
ing to the police, that Schem brews no 
ale and that the company never sent 
any such letter as that received by 
the physician. After receiving the ale 
Dr. Wilson put it in the refrigerator 
In his North Seventh street home and 
went to his country home at Cornwells, 
just outside the city. He returned on 
Friday, and on reaching home sat 
down with his wife and decided to try 
the pint bottle of ale which he had re­ 
ceived. 
He had scarcely swallowed 
half a glass when he was seized with 
convulsions and rolled on the floor. It 
is declared that he immediately real­ 
ized that he was the victim of poison­ 
ing, either by mistake or design, for in 
his agony he requested his wife, who 
had not yet touched her portion of 
the ale, to keep that which was left, 
as it did not taste right. 


That was the last thing he was able 
to say, and he died before the hospital 
was reached. 


Unusual as are the poisoning fea­ 
tures of the case, more extraordinary 
is the motive which the police ass’gnj 
for what they are certain is a murder 
Though Dr. Wilson had been living for 
more than twelve years in the house 
where he drank the fatal potion, he. 
never put out a physician's sign and 
was not known in a general ssnse as a 
practitioner. Withal, lie had a large 
clientele, made up mostly of wealthy 
women, and it is declared by the coro­ 
ner and the police that he made an 
affluent living as a malpractitioner. In 
his practice, it is the theory of the po­ 
lice, Dr. Wilson caused the death of a 
member of the family of a young man 
who will be charged with being the 
poisoner. 
The death, it is alleged, 
caused the young man to brood until 
he could no longer contain himself, 
when he sought to put an end to the 
physician's practices by sending him 
poison, rather than going into court to 
have his family history exposed to the 
world. 


This is the remarkable story which 
the 
police 
have 
unearthed in their 
three days' investigation of the strange 
death of Dr. Y/ilson. How soon the au­ 
thorities will be ready to act in tho 
case they will not say, nor will they 
make public any names in connection 
with the matter. 


Many Hurt By Collapse of Grandstane 


Sunbury, Pa., June 30.—More than a 
score of persons were injured here 
due to the collapse of the grandstand 
while a game of base ball was being 
played between the Shamokin team 
of the .Atlantic league, and the Sun 
bury team, of the Susquehanna league 
While the game was in progress a se 
vere rainstorm suddenly broke, and 
people viewing the game along the 
side lines hurried to the grandstand 
seeking 
shelter.

overcrowded 
stand was unable to support the extra 
weight and collapsed. A number of the 
spectators were underneath the grand 
stand at the time of the accident and 
a panic ensued. Rescuing parties were 
at onfce formed, and the victims wer 
taken from among the broken timbers. 
Several physicians attending the game 
were pressed into service, and thost 
most badly injured were taken from 
the grounds In automobiles. 


Drowned Her Four Children. 


While temporarily insane, Mrs. Au­ 
gust P. Johnson drowned her four lit­ 
tle children in the cistern at their 
farmhouse near Ida Grove, la. 
The 
youngest was about a year old and the 
oldest about six. They were two boys 
and two girls. Her husband was in the 
field at the time. After she had drown­ 
ed the four children she tried to drown 
herself, but neighbors and people from 
town came running in and rescued her.

He said their 
refusal to let the world have an ocu­ 
lar demonstration of their success re­ 
acted upon themselves as a foreign 
government would not be likely to pay 
them for what would necessarily be­ 
come public property as soon as It 
was demonstrated.

A machine has just been invented 
In Prague.for assorting coins. 
The 
Inventor claims that 
it 
will assort 
metal coins v/hich have been thrown 
together, regardless of their denomin- 
ations, placing each denominati'cn in 
a separate basket. 
The various coins 
are thrown 
indiscrimhiately 
into a 
funnel at the top of the machine, and 
from the funnel they slide downward, 
alighting on a spi-rartalcklitv(ll-tst, 
alighting on a spiral track. This track 
has a protecting edge or raised bor- 
der containing slits corresponding to 
the vari'jus sizes of the coins.

Hydrophobia Is an infectious dis- 
ease acquired with the >blto of the 
dog, wolf, cat, fox and other 
ani- 
mals in these groups. 
It results from 
the prescn-ce of specific germs which 
are introduced with the puncture of 
the tooth and ultimately make their 
way through the circulation of 
the 
blood and lymph until they find a 
suitable broeding ground 
usually In 
the brain, and strange lo say they 
•select by preference a particular and 
•limited portion of this organ. 
The 
germs are occasionally found In tUo 
5ubsta.nce of the spinal cord, and less 
frequently in certain of 4 h e 
larger 
nerve structures. 
Ninety'' per 
cent, 
of all cases In human -beings result 
from the -bite of the "dog, four per 
cent, from cats and wolves and two 
per cent, from foxes. 


The time which intervenes between 
the bite and the development of the 
convulsions which follov/ varies from 
a few days to several weeks, some- 
times months amd occasionally a year 
or more will elapse between the re- 
ceipt of the Injury and the onslaught 
of the fa-tal convulsions. 


The early symptoms of infection 
are a feeling of uji^rasiness and gen- 
eral depression, and in rare instances 
where the wound has long been heal- 
ed pain Is again felt In the scar. The 
convulsive seizures which usually af- 
fect the muscles of tlie thioart: grad- 
ually increase in severity, the fatal 
cases ending in death from exliaus- 
tion due hoth to the inability to swal- 
low and the depressriig action of tbe

muscles. 


A practical point of great Impo-rt- 
ance In connection with hydrophobia 
Is to determlin>6 whether the animal 
which has Inillcte'd the Vvound is or 
is not mad. and if it is killed this 
may be determined within a very few 
minutes ^by a microscopic 
examina- 
tion of the dog's brain. 
This bril- 
liant discovery was made in 1903 by 
an Italian physician. Dr. A. Negri, 
who demonstrated 
the presence 
of 
certain specific bodies in the brains 
of 
ajnimals 
suffering 
from 
rabies. 
This knowledge obtained within a few 
hours after the infliction of the bite 
should enable any competent physic- 
ian to treat the wound In such a way 
as to prevent systemic infection. 
If 
a competent pathologist is n'ot close 
at hand to make the examination the 
skull of the animal should be broken 
open, the brain removed and placed 
in a jar or bottle filled with a mix- 
ture of ane-half water and one-half 
alcohal, and this -should be forwarded 
at once to the neares-t 
laboratory, 
v/here the examination can be made 
within 'five minutes after it is in the 
hands of the pathologist and a posi- 
tive a&suran-ce made- as to whether 
the animal was or was not infected 
with the disease v;hen the bite was 
inflicted. 


As to treatment, the Immediate in- 
dication is to destroy the germs at 
the point of inoculation.

A machine has just been invented 
In Prague.for assorting coins. 
The 
inventor claims that 
it 
will assort 
metal coins which have been thrown 
together, regardless of their denomin­ 
ations, placing each denomination in 
a separate basket. 
The various coins 
are thrown 
indiscriminately 
into a 
funnel at the top of the machine, and 
from the funnel they slide downward, 
alighting on a spi .rartalcklitv(iP tst, 
alighting on a spiral track.

substa.nee of the spinal cord, and less 
frequently in certain of ¿.the larger 
nerve structures. 
Ninety" per cent, 
’of all cases in human «beings result 
from the -bite of the #dog, four per 
cent, from cats and wolves and two 
per cent, from foxes. 


The time which intervenes between 
the bite and the development of the 
convulsions which follow varies from 
a few days to several weeks, some­ 
times months amd occasionally a year 
or more will elapse »between the re­ 
ceipt of the injury and the onslaught 
of the fatal convulsions. 


The early symptoms of infection 
are a feeling of um^easiness and gen­ 
eral depression, and in rare instances 
where the wound has long been heal­ 
ed pain Is again felt In the scar. The 
convulsive seizures which usually af­ 
fect the muscles of the throa/t grad­ 
ually increase in severity, the fatal 
cases ending in death from exhaus­ 
tion due both to the inability to swal* 
low and the depressing action of the 
■toxin on 'the heart and breathing 
muscles. 


A practical point of great Import­ 
ance in connection with hydrophobia 
is to determine whether the animal 
which has Inflicted the wound is or 
is not mad» and if it is killed this 
may be determined within a very few 
minutes hy a microscopic examina­ 
tion of the dog’s brain. 
This bril­ 
liant discovery was made in 1903 by 
an Italian physician, Dr. A. Negri, 
who demonstrated the presence of 
certain specific bodies in the brains 
of ainimals 
suffering 
from 
rabies. 
This knowledge obtained within a few 
hours after the infliction of the bite 
should enable any competent physic­ 
ian to treat the wound in such a way 
as to prevent systemic infection. 
If 
a competent pathologist is n>ot close 
at hand to make the examination the 
skull of the animal should be broken 
open, the brain removed and placed 
in a -jar or bottle filled with a mix­ 
ture of oine^half water and one-half 
alcohol, and this should be forwarded 
at once to the nearest 
laboratory, 
where the examination can be made 
within »five minutes after it is in the 
hands of the pathologist and a posi­ 
tive assurance made- as to whether 
the animal was or was not infected 
with the disease when the bite was 
inflicted. 


As to treatment, the immediate in­ 
dication is to destroy the germs at 
the point of inoculation. 
The 'thor­ 
ough burning with nitric acid will 
put an end to all danger * of consti­ 
tutional infection. 
This should be

The shipments of Para 
rubber amounted to 30,300 tons, and 
of Peruvian, 7,160 tons; of this quan­ 
tity, Europe received 20,940 tons. The 
supply of plantation rubber from the 
east has increased to over 1,000 tons 
(in 1906 it was 510 tons); the area 
planted is about 350,000 acres, or 50 
per cent, more than in 1906. 
Brazil 
exported about 41,500 tons in 1907, 
against 38,000 tons in 1906. The total 
production of West African rubber 
amounted to 17f000 tons, about the 
same as in 1906.

O, B* Isham, United Stales Com­ 
missioner of Unga Island, Alaska,while 
at Tacoma 011 his way to Washington, 
recently said of tho district ho admin­ 
isters: 


“ Uuga Island is the great ccntro of 
the sea otter and fox skiu industries, 
and virually all tho inhabitants avo 
engaged in hunting ono or both of 
those. 
Tho catch is importaut though 
the number of animals i3 not lhrge. 
For instauce, this year the eleven 
islands of the Shumagiu group, in­ 
cluding Unga, produced from the sur­ 
rounding walers thirty-four sea ottei*3. 
The value of these skins is $700 eaob, 
Besides this tho islands are produing 
bluo and black fox skins in largo num ­ 
bers, 
Ono island alouo had produced 
up to tho time 1 loft ninety skins worth 
$10 each, or $900, 


“ Other islands are also producing 
steadily. 
The black foxes were plant­ 
ed originally in Unga, Sanak.Belofsky 
and other islands by tho Russian 
American Fur Company to augment 
the scant supply left after tho compa­ 
ny’s mon had been long trapping ou 
tho islands. 
After the United States 
had had the country for some years 
our government leasotf tho eleven 
islands to different traders and Aleut 
chiefs for tho purpose of raising bluo 
foxes, 
Tho islands were well stockoJ 
with the bluo variety aud theso have 
crossed with tho black iu mauy oascr 
and an unusually lino fur resulted. 


“ This year tho natives of Belofsky 
Island: caught seventeen sea otters, 
enough to carry tho whole village of 
250 people through tho winter in good 
shape, 
Tho Indians go^forth on tho 
sen in their bidnrkas, aud shoot otters 
with their shotguns, as a rule. 
Iu 
some cases they use nets, but shoot­ 
ing them is the usual way. 
Theso 
otter skins aro the best found in any 
market in the world. 


“ I am going to Washington now to 
try to get tho government to erect 
board houses on tho islands for tho 
use of Indians in drying salmon, and 
I also desire to get a medical dispen­ 
sary and a doctor for tho Indians. 
Diseases of different kinds havo bro­ 
ken out among them. 
Substantially 
tho Aleuts need, beside this, only 
ilour, tea and ammunition, and these 
supplies they can buy of the traders 
from their otter aud fox skin catch. 
There aro plenty of codilsh, eggs of 
wild fowl, and some game, in addition 
to the salmon, as a general thing, but 
once in a while there is a hard year, 
and the Indians have to live on roots 
and herbs.”—Tacoma Ledger. 


A Victoria Gross I?or Majuba. 


British defeats seem to bring forth 
their crop of Victoria Crosses as well 
as victories. 
After tho disastrous 
campaign against tho Boers iu 1881 
no less than six Victoria Crosses were 
conferred. 
One of theso was be­ 
stowed upon the mau who iirst waved 
the tfhite flag. 
Ho was Corporal J. 
T. Farmer, of the Army Hospital 
Corps. 
A small force, about 400 of 
all rauk&, had boon got to the summit 
of Majuba in the night by the unfor­ 
tunate General Colley. 
When day 
broke tho Boers, in overwhelming 
force, stormed the heights, and, sur­ 
rounding tho defenders on three sides, 
proceeded to annihilate theui. 
Noth­ 
ing was left but flight, since tho gen­ 
eral, many other olficers, and nearly 
100 men were lying dead. 


Farmer was with tho wounded on a 
plateau when the flight began. 
He 
raised a white handkerchief. 
The 
hand that waved the littlo flag was 
shot through, and tho whito rag fell 
to the ground. 


Despite his pain the soldier stooped 
down, picked up the handkoichief, 
and waved it with his uninjured arm. 
Again a bullet struck him, and ho 
could hold up the flag no more. 
But 
his life was spared, and though ho 
bjid to undergo amputation aud was 
discharged on pension,' he was ablo 
to tako tho Victoria Cross with him, 
for in recognition of his “ valor” on 
Majuba that first of distinctions was 
conferred upon him.

Pictures by Wireless. 


While the transmission of pictures 
by wire has reached a high degree of 
perfection in 
the 
process of Prof. 
Korn, which depends upon the vary­ 
ing electric resistance of the selenium 
cell under changing light, the send­ 
ing of photographs and drawings by 
wireless telegraphy is in an incipient 
stage. In the method of II. Knudsen, 
the photograph 
has 
its dark parts 
brought into relief 
by 
dusting the 
usual negative 
with 
some powder, 
like iron filings, which adheres only 
to the dense portions. 
The transmit­ 
ting apparatus consists essentially of 
a clockwork driven carriage, which 
moves a style backward and forward 
until it touches every part of the pic­ 
ture once, and as the raised surface 
is met the style is*pushed up slightly, 
thus closing the grip in a relay cir­ 
cuit. 
The relay current causes an 
induction coil to transmit an electric 
wave. 
The receiver is a similar in­ 
strument in which the style, normally 
raised, is 
depressed, 
whenever the 
electric wave "'acts upon the coherer, 
and thus closes 
a 
suitable circuit.

W h a t Noon Means in Law. 


The courts of several States have 
dealt with an odd question, none of 
them agreeing upon a similar an- 
swer. 
When is it 1-egally noon? Fire 
insurance policies expire at noon, and 
the word is admitted to mean exact- 
ly 12 o'clock, midday. 
But standard 
time has not been adopted In all com- 
munities. 
Many small towns cling to 
sun time, which may be from a few 
minutes to nearly an hour -earlier 
than standard. 


In one State a fire occurred at two 
minutes past noon, sun time, and the

policy had expired before the fire.

On a hill near by is an old belfry, 
shown in the illustration here given. 
When the old 
Lexington 
meeting 
house was built there was found to be 
no place for the bell, so a separate 
belfry was erected, and it was from 
this tower that warning was given to 
the villagers of the approach of the 
British on that eventful April morn­ 
ing. 


To the citizens of Lexington be­ 
longs the honor of erecting the first 
Revolutionary 
soldiers’ 
monument, 
and under its granite base repose the 
remains of the men who gave their 
lives in resistance to British tyranny. 
The monument was unveiled in 1799, 
and stands within a stone’s throw of 
the Minute Men boulder. 


April 19 is a legal holiday in the 
State of Massachusetts, and is known 
as Patriots' Day. 
Why should this 
momentous event retain merely a 
local significance? 
Its consequences 
affected every one of the colonies, and 
the causes which led .up to it were 
the common burdens of the whole 
people. 


That sacred spot of ground is, 
therefore, the joint heritage of all 
American freemen. 


The editor of the Bee Hive regard­ 
ed it as one of the greatest privileges 
of his life to visit, a few months 
since, 
the 
Old 
Granary 
burying 
ground in the heart of Boston, where 
Paul Revere Is buried. 
We visited 
also the Old North Church, so closely 
related to the story of Revere. There 
are the tall pews, the high reading 
desk and the old lantern tower. The 
same sweet bells still* call the wor­ 
shipers to service. 
And what a thrill 
of patriotism we felt as we stood on 
the battleground at Lexington, where 
the 135 "brave men struck the first 
blow for American liberty. 
The Lex­ 
ington Historical Society is doing 
much to preserve the relics and keep 
sacred the memory of those men. 


Another interesting relic is the old 
Clark house, where 
Hancock 
and 
Adams were sleeping when Paul Re­ 
vere rode Into Lexington. 
The build­ 
ing was erected in 1099. 
It is open 
to the public and there may be seen 
thf§ bed in which these two patriots 
were sleeping, the old kitchen, the 
quaint cooking utensils and a drum 
which was used on the battlefield.

What Noon Means ¡n Law. 


The courts of several States have 
dealt with an odd question, none of 
them agreeing upon a similar an­ 
swer. 
When is it legally noon? Fire 
insurance policies expire at noon, and 
the word is admitted to mean exact­ 
ly 12 o'clock, midday. 
But standard 
time has not been adopted in all com­ 
munities. 
Many small towns cling to 
sun time, which may be from a few 
minutes to nearly an hour -earlier 
than standard. 


In one State a fire occurred at two 
minutes past noon, sun time, and the 
insurance company held 
that 
the 
policy had expired before the fire. 
Sun time is used in that town, but 
the insured sued the company, hold­ 
ing that local customs did not rule 
the policy, and that he was entitled 
to his insurance. 
The State courts 
sustained him. 


In another State a similar conten­ 
tion was taken to the courts and just 
the opposite decision given. 
Several 
conflicting precedents have been es­ 
tablished in State courts, and it is 
said the question ‘can only be decid­ 
ed for good and all when a case has 
been carried into the United States 
courts and passed upon by the Su­ 
preme Court.—New York Press.

(From an Editorial In the New York 
Evening Post.) 


"The Career of a Journalist/' by 
William Salisbury (B, W. Dodge & 
Co.), is a vulgarly written account of 
vulgar experiences. 
It Is a book, nev- 
erthless, to provoke disquieting 
re- 
flections 
in those who look upon our 
newspapers as an important influence 
in shaping the tastes and opinions of 
American citizens. 
The author pro- 
fesses to have been engaged for nine 
years, chiefly as a reporter, on West- 
ern dailies. 
He relates his achieve- 
ments with an appearance of entire 
frankness; and though he has 
ob- 
viously touched 
up 
the 
incidents 
«omewhat in 
order to make 
them 
more interesting, he has told the un- 
happy truth only too often. 
With all 
tillowance for smartness and 
exag- 
geration, the tale is in certain large 
essentials veracious; 
it is 
substan- 
tiated by the tone of the newspapers 
t o which he says he contributed. 
He 
offers a 
convincing 
explanation 
of 
«orne of their most revulsive traits. 


The first is an Indifference to ac- 
•curacy—not merely an indifference, 
but a positive preference for inaccu- 
racy when that will make a "story" 
more 
sensational. 
No observer 
of 
-our "yellow" papers 
(and of 
many 
o t h e r s which woul^ 
angrily- resent 
that name) can suppose that the con- 
•sistent and continuous, distortion of 
•fiimple facts, the "corroborative de- 
tail, Intended to give verisimilitude 
t o an* otherwise bald and unconvinc- 
i n g narrative," are due to casual ca- 
price or the misdirected zeal of indl- 
Tldual reporters. 
They are part of a 
••settled policy. 
On this subject a city 
»«ditor or managing editor does not 
need to issue explicit orders; It is 
-enough to commend and promote the 
reporter who shows a talent for orna- 
mentation and to discharge the man 
"Who sticks to the bare truth. 
For ex- 
ample, Mr. Salisbury has this to say 
.about his labors in Omaha: 


"I resorted to making news. 
I had

'duced, as I had done iri Kansas City, 
:and before it became a law I wrote 
a 
I tory ahout 
ar 
imaginary

woman and a little girl, who sought 
the Mayor'o aid for something.

The Mayor must have 
been surprised when he read this, as 
•the whole thing was news to him. 
But the next day his mulatto secre- 
tary 
told 
rae the 
story had 
been 
pasted in the official scrapbook. 
'It's 
.good stuff for the voters,' said the 
:secretary. 
'It'll make 'em think the 
^laj'or's a kind-hearted man.' Strok'ss 
of genius like this brought a promo- 
t i o n . "

If it lacked

This is the kind of journalism that 
Is making head^way throughout 
the 
country. 
The ideal is to be sensa- 
tional at all costs; for sensation is 
•what appeals to the great mass of 
readers and brings a huge 
circula- 
tion; and circulation, in turn, brings 
advertising. 
Indeed, for a 
certain 
kind 
of 
advertising—nostrums 
and 
cheap 'bargains' of all kinds—a cir- 
culation among the Ignorant millions 
is essential. 
The worse you make the 
newspaper, the^ larger your revenue 
for buying mure sensations and hiring 
more "prize dope-slingers," and mak- 
ing the paper still worse. 
The BUC- 
cessful completion of this vicious cir- 
cle may, as in San Francisco, demor- 
alize the daily journalism of a whole 
city. 
Everywhere it tends 
toward 
progressive deterioration. 


More menacing than mere sensa- 
tionalism, however, is the 
suppres- 
sion of matters of public moment out 
of deference to advertisers or other 
important 
"interests." 
In 
Kansas 
City, Mr, Salisbury tells us: 


^There w w e things that I couldn't 
write about at all, and other things 
that I bad to write as the city editur 
toid 
me. 
. 
. 
These 
included 
street railway and gas and pavlog 


and telephone» and other corporation 
measures, and anti-department itor® 
bills."

To dismiss those charges because 
they come from a "yellow" reporter 
who has turned State's evidence is 
impossible. 
Every one of experience 
in journalism, every newspaper man 
who has felt the pressure of the ad- 
vertiser, knows that the vast majority 
of papers in this country are not and 
cannot be made independent of the 
counting 
room. 
They represent 
a 
huge investment, on which dividends 
must be paid; and the only sure way 
to pay dividends Is to truckle to both 
subscriber and advertiser. 
Nor will 
any other way be possible so long as 
people prefer, and 
advertisers 
find 
their chief profit in patronizing, the 
press that is dirty and disreputable. 
We shall be cursed With sensational 
and venal journalism until advertisers 
and subscribers unite in destroying it.

Tho Milk of the Coconut. 


"Husking a coconut is one of the 
simplest 
looking operations 
in 
the 
world, but I have not yet seen the 
white man who could do it effective- 
ly," v/rites Beatrice Grimshavr in her 
book, "In the Strange South Seas," 
Every native of Tahiti is apparently 
born with the trick. 


A stick is sharply pointed at both 
ends, and one end is firmly set in the 
ground. 
The nut is then taken in 
the hands and struck with a hitting 
and tearing movement combined on 
the point of the stick, so as to split 
the thick, intensely tough covering of 
dense coir fibre that protects the nut. 
The nut comes forth white as ivory, 
about the same shape and size as the 
brown old nuts that go by ship to 
England 
and 
America, 
but 
much 
younger and more tender, for only 
the smallest of the old nuts, which 
are not wanted in the islands for co- 
pra making, are generally exported. 


A large knife is used to crack the 
top of the nut all round, like an egg 
shell, and the drink is ready, a draft 
of pure water, slightly sweet and just 
a, little aerated, if the nut has been 
plucked at the right stage. 


There is no pleasanter or more re- 
freshing draught in the world, and it 
has 
not 
the 
least 
likeness 
to 
the 
"milk" contained in the coconuts of 
commerce. 
No native M'ould drink 
from old nuts, for fear of illness, as 
they are considered both unpleasant 
and unwholesome. 
Only the milk of 
half grown nuts is used for drinking, 
and even these will sometimes hold a 
couple of pints of liquid. 


The water of the young coconut is 
food and drink in one, having much 
nourishing matter held in solution. 
On many a long day of hot and weary 
travel I had cause to bless the re- 
freshing 
and

ics, the never failing coconut,

by merely 
giving 
the 
present pointed bullet a little longer 
cylindrical part and bulging out 
a 
ring around 
its circumference very 
much 
like the so-called band 
(for 
taking the rifling) Is an artillery pro- 
jectile. 
This ring stands out 
only 
about one millimetre in height above 
the rest of the bullet, but this is 
enough to give the base of the latter 
an area of cross section of twenty per

This is the kind of journalism that 
is making headway throughout the 
country. 
The Ideal is to be sensa­ 
tional at all costs; for sensation is 
•what appeals to the great mass of 
readers and brings a huge circula­ 
tion; and circulation, in turn, brings 
advertising. 
Indeed, for a certain 
kind of advertising—nostrums and 
cheap ‘bargains' of all kinds— a cir­ 
culation among the ignorant millions 
is essential. The worse you make the 
newspaper, the* larger your revenue 
for buying mure sensations and hiring 
more “prize dope-slingers,” and mak­ 
ing the paper still worse. 
The suc­ 
cessful completion of this vicious cir­ 
cle may, as in San Francisco, demor­ 
alize the daily journalism of a whole 
city.

The Milk of the Coconut. 


“Husking a coconut is one of the 
simplest looking operations in the 
world, but I have not yet seen the 
white man who could do It effective­ 
ly /' writes Beatrice Grimshaw in her 
book, “In the Strange South Seas/' 
Every native of Tahiti is apparently 
born with the trick. 


A stick Is sharply pointed at both 
ends, and one end is firmly set in the 
ground. 
The nut is then taken in 
the hands and struck with a hitting 
and tearing movement combined on 
the point of the stick, so as to split 
the thick, intensely tough covering of 
dense coir fibre that protects the nut. 


The nut eomes forth white as ivory, 
about the same shape and size as tho 
brown old nuts that go by ship to 
England 
and 
America, 
but 
much 
younger and more tender, for only 
the smallest of the old nuts, which 
are not wanted in the islands for co­ 
pra making, are generally exported. 


A large knife is used to crack tho 
top of the nut all round, like an egg 
shell, and the drink is ready, a draft 
of pure water, slightly sweet and just 
a, little aerated, if the nut has been 
plucked at the right stage. 


There is no pleasanter or more re­ 
freshing draught in the world, and it 
has not the least likeness to the 
“milk" contained in the coconuts of 
commerce, 
No native would drink 
from old nuts, for fear of illness, as 
they are considered both unpleasant 
and unwholesome. 
Only the millc of 
half grown nuts is used for drinking, 
and even these will sometimes hold a 
couple of pints of liquid. 


The water of the young coconut is 
food and drink in one, having much 
nourishing matter held in solution.

A new bullet and musket Invented 
by H err Puff, a gunsmith and me­ 
chanical engineer of Spandau, give 
a greater velocity and flatter trajec­ 
tory with less recoil than any weapon 
and ammunition now used. The prin­ 
ciple on ^hich the invention is based 
is this: that the bullet while in the 
bore shall have as great a cross sec­ 
tion area as possible in order to 
enable it to receive the greatest pos­ 
sible amount 
of 
the 
pressure or 
energy of the powder gases, and at 
the same time shall take another 
form on passing through the bore 
and on leaving the muzzle, so that 
while in the air it will have as small 
an area ot cross section as possible. 


This is accomplished in a very 
simple way by merely giving the 
present pointed bullet a little longer 
cylindrical part and bulging out a 
ring around its circumference very 
much like the so-called band (for 
taking the rifling) Is an artillery pro­ 
jectile. 
This ring stands out only 
about one millimetre in height above 
the rest of the bullet, but this is 
enough to give the base of the latter 
an area of cross section of twenty per 
cent, greater than it has now, so 
that the pressure of the powder gases 
on it Is increased by that amount. 
This, then, accomplishes the first part 
of the object to be attained. 


To effect the second part the bore 
of the present m usket has to be 
slightly changed. 
At and near the 
muzzle it remains the same, but at 
the breech block the depth of the 
grooves of the rifling :s increased 
(the diameter between grooves is 
about that of the band of the bul­ 
let), gradually becoming less toward 
the muzzle, near which the rifling 
is the same as that of the present 
musket. 


The bullet thus becomes gradually 
smaller in area of cross section as It 
moves through the bore. 
This grad­ 
ual change, in spite of the greater 
total pressure on the bullet, greatly 
reduces the shock of recoil, or what 
soldiers commonly call the “kick" 
of the musket, which in this new arm 
is really quite small. 


On leaving the bore the bullet has 
therefore the same diameter as the 
present bullet and is consequently 
no more retarded by the air.

those in the trenches a hot meal at 
any time. 


Think of our soldiers in the Civil 
War lying for days in the trenches 
before Vicksburg * r Petersburg and 
snatching 
an 
occasional 
meal of 
hardtack and bacon, or our men at 
Santiago with little or nothing but 
what they carried with them cn their 
backs, being served a hot meal of 
soup or stew while the action was in 
progress. 
And yet that is exactly 
what happened in Manchuria on both 
sides and will happen again in the 
next war. 


Portable field kitchens are being 
tried in all the European armies, and 
some model will undoubtedly be used 
in the next war. 


The Russians used two different 
types in 
the late war, 
one four 
wheeled, for the infantry and artil­ 
lery, the model of Colonel Rogajew- 
ski, capable of holding 300 rations; 
the other two wheeled, for the cav­ 
alry, the model of Brun-Zaleskl, cap­ 
able of holding 170 rations. 


During 
the campaign, 
however, 
the four wheeled type proved too 
heavy, often requiring six horses and 
more on bad roads, consequently the 
two wheeled type was most generally 
used even by the infantry. 
In Rus­ 
sia, therefore, the two wheeled wagon 
is being introduced generally, one 
for each squadron of cavalry and bat­ 
tery ot field artillery, two for each 
company of Infantry— one for meat, 
the other for grits, etc. 


These wagons contain merely a 
large kettle, double walled, the fur­ 
nace, for wood or coal, below. 
The 
flame and hot air play in the spat,e 
between the walls, the products of 
combustion escaping by a low sheet 
Iron pipe in front. 
The kettle has 
a tight cover with a safety valve in 
its top. 
There is a faucet in the 
rear to let out the contents of the 
bottom for cleaning. 
The packing 
about the kettle is a poor conductor 
of heat, so that the contents can be 
kept hot a long time. 


The Japanese used in the field a 
sheet-iron 
stove capable 
of being 
taken apart, similar io the Amercan 
model. 
For their transportation ten 
animals 
to the 
battalion were al­ 
lowed. 
Each company had one. Each 
cavalry squadron and battery had a 
cooking apparatus and two horses 
to carry it. 
But of course with this 
equipment they could not cook on the 
march as the Russians did. 


In Germany the Russian wagons 
have been used since 1902, but only 
experimentally. 
They were tried in 
the Harz and In the Giant Mountains, 
and recently they have been used In 
the annual manoeuvres. 


In Switzerland a cooking appara­ 
tus invented by Colonel Ringler and 
made by the aluminum works of Gon- 
terschwil is used. 
It can cook for 
a whole platoon in half an hour and 
the contents of the kettle can be kept 
hot for fifteen hours. 
The kettle 
filled with the soup and meat ration 
weighs only 270 pounds. 


In Austria at least eleven field 
kitchens were tried in the maneuvres 
last year. 
They proved particularly 
useful in the Eighty-fourth Infantry 
Regim ent in its maneuvres over the 
Jablinka Pass. 
The portable field 
kitchen was able to keep up with the 
troops at all times. 


The field artillery has everywhere 
been striving 
to find a 
projectile 
which shall combine the good quali­ 
ties of both shell and ahrapnel, so 
that a single kind of projectile will 
suffice 
under all 
conditions. 
The 
Ehrhard Gun Company of Düsseldorf 
has such a projectile which is rapidly 
gaining in favor, 
It can be fired (to 
get the range) as a shell, and it gives 
an excellent cloud cf smoke on burst­ 
ing which can readily be recognized 
In position as either in frsnt of or 
in rear of the target; again, it can 
be fired as shrapnel with excellent 
hitting or destructive power against 
a line 
of 
skirmishers 
o** against 
earthworks and other resisting ob­ 
jects. 


The.destructive range of field ar­ 
tillery 
has been 
considerably in­ 
creased of late years. 
The last Ger­ 
man field service regulations state 
that th* 
effective action 
against 
closed companies or squadrons has 
been extended from 2000 metres to 
400 metres for field artillery, and 
from 6000 to 7000 for heavy field 
pieces or artillery of position. 
The 
armament ot nearly all the principal 
armies with the modern field artil­ 
lery has been practically completed, 
so that all are nearly on a par as 
regards material alone. 
All German 
field artillery 
and other 
carriages 
have recently been painted service 
color— greenish 
gray.— New 
York 
Sun.

AS a novelist I do not f^el that to 
show the truth about the Cenci is to 
destroy a romance which has an ar­ 
tistic right to l'/e. 
Nonsense is not 
romantic; impossible monsters that 
have no human trait are not roman­ 
tic; foolish anachronisms, such as 
that involved in the supposed portrait 
of Beatrice by Guido, aro not proper 
foundations for fiction; 
the senti­ 
mentalism manifested ly the rows 
of poor deluded tourists riho are dally 
brought almost to tears in contem­ 
plating a second-rate sketch in the 
Berberlnl gallery is not human sym­ 
pathy, 
If Shelley had not been a 
great poet, his greatest drama would 
have been intolerable balderdash; so, 
without Victor Hugo's genius, “Her- 
nani” or “Ruy Bias’* would have been 
ridiculous twaddle, a mere hash of 
absurdities. 


But divest the story of the Cenci 
of what has grown upon it, and you 
have a great love-drama, less noble, 
but even more human, and surely far 
more awful, than the “ Bride of Lam- 
mcrmoor.” 
There is the tragedy of 
the sins of the father inherited by 
the children— sins punished by his 
death and theirs. 
Upon his soul is 
the dire horror of knowing that their 
birthright of evil is from himself; 
of seeing them do again what he has 
done, and worse; of feeling from 
afar off tho coming of their ven­ 
geance upon him for having brought 
them into the world to sin and suffer, 
to slay, and in their turn to die. 
There is over all his life and theirs 
the shadow that overhung the priest 
of NemI, the darkness of inevitable 
doom. 
There is the wild and way­ 
ward girl’s unhappy love for th3 
young warden; the irresistible, pas­ 
sionate call of the blood to evil; the 
desperate secret to be kept; the in­ 
herited, violent instinct to strike and 
be free; and when the moment comes 
at last, the invincible courage and 
man-like 
calm 
of 
Medea 
herself. 
Above all, when Beatrice’s lover is 
dead and her child is safe, and she 
sets her foot upon the scaffold, there 
is the 
strength 
to 
die bravely. 
Maiden Polyxena’s look was not more 
serene. 
Like her, Beatrice will let 
nc common touch come near her; like 
her, the Roman girl bares her own 
neck to tho steel, speaks her last 
quiet words, bends and awaits the 
blow. 
All is accomplished according 
to the mystic law of blood-heritage; 
all is over; 
the world 
is behind; 
her sin i3 confessed and forgiven. 
rihere 5s but one second more, and 
then eternity. 
That was the real 
tragedy.— From 
F.
